NEW YORK, Sept. 16—The NRA 
was characterized by George W.

“I don’t believe we can lift our- 
selves out of this depression by 
our bootstraps on any such pro- 
gram as this,” said Wickersham, 
Attorney-General in the Taft ad- 
ministration and chairman of Her- 
bert Hoover’s commission on law 
enforcement. 

“During timés of war, it is recog- 
nized that the government is en- 
titled to certain extraordinary 
powers. We are in a serious con- 
dition economically now, but I don’t 
believe so serious that the Consti- 


than inflation of credit.” 
Shipstead commended the objec- 


tives of the NRA, but added that 


“purchasing power cannot be re- 
stored in sufficient volume to allow 
profits large enough to liquidate 
the overhead charges of private and 
corporation debts in the form of 
mortgages and bonds.” 

“There is not enough wealth pro- 
duced in this country,” he continued 
“to give our people a decent stand- 
ard of living and also liquidate 
debts, as the fixed charges of our 
debts now very nearly equal the 
annual production of wealth. It 
is, therefore, plain that if Capital 


is to have its fixed charges there 
will be nothing left for the pro- 
ducers of wealth.” 

Says “NRA Cannot Stand Alone.” 

“The sooner we face the issue of 
liquidating our indebtedness, either 
through calamitous wholesale 
bankruptcy or through a reason- 
able inflation of the currency, the 
sooner we can start on a healthy 
recovery. Reasonable inflation of 
the currency should be supplemen- 
tary to the NRA. The two must 
go together; the NRA camnot stand 
alone. 

“Farm prices must go up and 
mortgages and bond issues must 
be reduced within the capacity of 
the debtor to carry them. Deval- 
uation of the dollar by fifty per 
cent will do this by raising com- 
modity prices sufficiently to make 
it only half as hard to pay carry- 
ing charges. , 

“Inflation can be either by de- 
valuation of the gold dollar, re- 
monetization of silver, or issuing 
greenbacks for the payment of pub-

Officials Say They Have 
‘‘Air-Tight” Case Against 
Deputy Jailer and An- 
other Man at Dallas.

DALLAS,. Tex., Sept. 16—A Fed- 


eral official said today that “about 
$50,000” was the price agreed on 
between Harvey Bailey, notorious 
outlaw, and those who aided him 
in his Labor day break ‘from. the 
Dallas County jail. The official de- 
clined to elaborate on the state- 
ment. 

Federal investigators asserted 
they had developed an “air-tight” 
case against Thomas L. Manion, .60- 
year-old- deputy jailer and former 
army colonel, and Grover'C. Bevill 
alias Jack Beval, 45, who are under 
arrest as Bailey’s alleged accom- 
plices. . 

The men were held in jail today 
under $10,000 bond each to face 
trial on Federal] charges of aiding 
in the escape.

Duties Outlined in Letter. 


In the letter, dated Sept. 11, 
which Johnson sent to local NRA 
officials, authorizing them to name 
compliance boards under regula- 
tions to be prescribed by him, he 
expressly pointed out that the du- 
ties of these boards would be limit- 
ed to “education, conciliation and 
mediation in the handling of: 

“1. Complaints of non-compliance 
with the President’s agreement; 

“2. Petitions for exceptions under 
Paragraph“14 of the President's re- 
employment agreement; 

“8. Petitions for permission to op- 
erate on the longer hour schedule of 
existing labor contracts, instead of 
the maximum hours of the Presi- 
déent’s agreement.”

Either 
through the Federal Reserve or 
some; other governmental agency, 
local banks must be put in a po- 
sition to carry this load until bus 
iness recovers.” 

Van Nuys praised the new lend- 
ing policies of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation but said that 
additional agencies must be in- 
voked in the effort to raise com- 
modity prices and restore purchas- 
ing power. Immediate steps, he 
said, should be taken toward put- 
ting into effect the provisions of 
the 1933 banking act for the in- 
surance of deposits of less than 
$2500. He declared also for more 
liberal regulations governing the 
admission of state banks to the 
benefits of this feature of the law. 

“It has been estimated,” he said, 
“that 90 per cent of the deposits 
in all banks are in amounts less 
than $2500. With confidence re- 
stored to this overwhelming per- 
centage of bank depositors, the 
banks could reduce their liquidity 
by at least 50 per cent and thereby 
release billions of dollars for much 
needed credit. 

“Under the broad powers con- 
ferred by the Steagall-Glass bill, 
ample opportunity is afforded for 
release of the $7,500,000 tied up in 
frozen bank deposits. This sum 
represents at least one-fifth of the 
total deposits in commercial banks 
today. Currency issued against 
such bank assets would materially 
relieve the depositors, greatly in- 
crease purchasing power and oc- 
casion very little ultimate loss to 
the Government. Here, too, the time 
to act is now.”

NORFOLK, Va., Sept. 16—A 
tropical hurricane swept the Vir- 
ginia coast tonight after pounding 
the North Carolina seaboard, 
where two were drowned and prop- 
erty damaged more than $2,000,000. 
A sailor ana a fisherman were 
drowned along the Carolina coast, 
and many fishing villages along the 
coast were isolated. os . 
Norfolk had been warned to get 
ready for the storm, but the hur- 
ricane changed its course before 
its force reached here, and headed 
northward.

Coastal residents of Virginia fled 
to safety. The Weather Bureau 
gave steady signals of warning 
that the hurricane’s fury was 
growing as it moved northward. 

A small ship, the Steamer Beck- 
with, of Reedville, Va., was in dis- 
tress and in tow of a coast guard 
cutter. 

Off Cape Hatteras the barom- 
eters fell below 29, and the wind 
velocity was more than 75 miles 
an hour. It was moving northward 
about 10 miles an hour. The 
Weather Bureau said the storm was 
expected to reach the Southern 
Jersey coast tomorrow. This af- 
ternoon the disturbance was cen- 
tered about 60 miles off Cape 
Henry. 

Winds of 70 miles an hour swept 
the sea off winter quarter light- 
house. 

The storm struck ‘hardest in Nor- 
folk at low tide and held the water 
at flood stage. The damage was 
far below that of the tides in the 
hurricane Aug. 23. Beach resorts 
were damaged and communication 
lines in the lowlands near the 
Capes were disrupted. The great- 
est damage apparently was done 
along the Chesapeake Bay front 
where lowlands were inundated 
hundreds of persons were driven 
from their homes. Water was two 
to three feet deep in Norfolk at 
high tide and stayed on the streets 
all day. 

A 68mile-an-hour gale whipped 
the Fort Monroe section and cot- 
tage residents nearby were taken 
into the Fort for safety.

ordinary laboratory means — are 
susceptible to it. That work has 
reached an advanced stage, with- 
out any indication that the disease 
can be transmitted by mosquitoes. 
With full allowance for the appar- 
ent incubation period of the dis- 
ease, the monkeys have shown no 
symptoms of the diséase. 

In the course of those experi- 
ments, several of the investigators 
have been bitten by mosquitoes in 
the room with encephalitis pa- 
tients. So far as the scientists 
knew, these mosquitoes had bftten 
the patients. They are keeping 
watch for any symptoms of the dis- 
edse in themselves, which might 
throw light on the possibility of in- 
sect transmission. P 

Submit Selves to Test. 

But these data, withott definite 
nowledge as to whether the pa- 
tient had actually been bitten, were 
inexact, the scientists explained. 
Hence three of them, taking it all 
as a piece of the day’s work, al- 
lowed themselves to be bitten by 
mosquitoes definitely known to 
have bitten patients. 

The symptoms of each patient 
and the time of exposure were mat- 
ters of exact record. * At the 
end of the incubation period, be- 
lieved to be from five to 12 days, 
the investigators think their con- 
dition will throw light on the pos- 
ibility of the transmission of the 
disease by mosquitoes, whether or 
not they show any symptoms of 
the disease.

The scientists, as deeply en- : 
grossed in the line of duty as a 
fireman at a burning building, 
seemed to consider it less surpris- 
ing that the experiment should be 
undertaken than that anything 
should be said about it. They said 
that the possibility that one of 
them might take the disease, as a 
result of the experiment, was “ex- 
tremely remote.” 

Supplementing reports to Wash- 
ington, Senior Surgeon J. P. Leake, 
directing the many phases of the 
Public Health Service study here, 
disclosed last night that all of the 
men engaged on the ~- mosquito 
angle here had been bitten by the 
insects in the process of catching 
them. An ordinary procedure is 
to offer their own bare skin as bait 
and cup a test tube over the mos- 
quitoes in \the act of feeding. 

Initial Experiments. 

In the initial series of experi- 
ments the insects are allowed to 
bite encephd@litis patients and then 
to bite rhésus monkeys which— 
according to tentative findings in 
attempts to transmit the disease by 
ordinary laboratory means — are 
susceptible to it. That work has 
reached an advanced stage, with- 
out any indication that the disease 
can be transmitted by mosquitoes. 
With full allowance for the appar- 
ent incubation period of the dis- 
ease, the monkeys have shown no 
symptoms of the disease. 

In the course of those experi- 
ments, several of the investigators 
have been bitten by mosquitoes in 
the room with encephalitis pa- 
tients. So far as the _ scientists 
knew, these mosquitoes had bftten 
the patients. They are keeping 
watch for any symptoms of the dis- 
ease in themselves, which might 
throw light on the possibility of in- 
sect transmission. 

Submit Selves to Test. 

But these data, without definite 
nowledge as to whether the pa- 
tient had actually been bitten, were 
inexact, the scientists explained. 
Hence three of them, taking it all 
es a piece of the day’s work, al- 
lowed themselves to be bitten by 
mosquitoes definitely known to 
have bitten patients. 

The symptoms of each patient 
and the time of exposure were mat-

BUENOS AIRES, Sept: 16.—Brit- 
ish steel firms will receive con- 
tracts for 8073 miles and United 
States concerns for 4347 miles of 
the 12,420 miles of sheetiron locust 
barriers which the Argentine Gov- 
ernment is ordering for October 
delivery, according to semi-official 
information given by the Ministry 
of Agriculture. The whole order 
is valued at about $5,000,000. 

The barriers, used to keep vora- 
cious young locusts out of sprout- 
ing Argentine wheat fields, will be 
sold by the Government at cost 
to farmers. 

They wil be strung throughout 
the fields while the locusts are still 
in the hopper stage, unable to jump 
over the sheets of iron, but hun- 
gry and numerous enough to eat 
clean the tender shoots of winter 
wheat pushing their way up from 
the soil. 

Workmen stationed by thousands 
along the barriers’ will rake the 
_grasshoppers into heaps as they 


burn them with oil.or put them ir 
sacks for sale to the Government 
Department of Agriculture Defense 
which sells them abroad for fer- 
tilizer. 

The order for barriers, enough to 
reach almost around the world, has 
but one counterpart in the history 
of Argentina’s fight on ‘locusts. A 
similar purchase was made in 1924 
when United States steel firms ob- 
tained the contract.

CUBAN PARADERS 
SHOUT DEFIANCE 
OF U.S POLES 


8000 in Procession Past 
Sumner Welles’ Hotel — 
Grau San Martin Says 
America Seeks His Over- 
throw.

HAVANA, Sept. 16.—While thou- 
sands marched Havana’s streets 
late today shouting against the 
United States Government and its 
Ambassador, Sumner Welles, the 
Secretary of War, and Interior in 


the Grau San Martin cabinet ac- 
cused American business interests 
here of seeking the new Govérn- 
ment’s overthrow. 

The Secretary, Antonio Guiteras, 
charged American and foreign 
business interests “are reducing 
wages, turning workmen loose and 
provoking them ... to strike,” in 
a statement ufging the “working 
masses” to back the new adminis- 
tration. 

“Workmen induced by American 
enterprises are unwisely lending 
themselves to the overthrow of the 
government,” Guiteras’ statement 
said. 

Meantime shouts of “down with 
Sumner Welles,” “down with Amer- 
ican intervention,” and “down with 
Yankee imperialism,” were re- 
sounding at Havana’s malecon as 
8000 Cubans paraded in tribute to 
Mexico’s recognition of the Grau 
San Martin government. 

The demonstration was in front 
of the Hotel Presidente, where 
Welles has resided since moving 
from the Hotel National, where 
several hundred former army offi- 
cers have assembled to back their 
demands that President Grau San 
Martin resign. The Ambassador 
was not in the hotel at the time.

One marcher was able to make 
himself heard above the din as he 
shouted: “Viva the American peo- 
ple, but down with intervention.” 

Previously the marchers had 
passed in front of the Hotel Na- 
tional crying, “Death'to the offi- 
cers.” 

Guiteras issued his statement just

—-iment for the Mexican embassy. He 


warned Cuba’s National Confedera- 
tion of Labor that it would be “re- 
sponsible in history for the back- 
ward step the working masses 
would take in their battle if Amer- 
ica is given the pretext to declare 
intervention” in Cuba. 

He urged workers to collaborate 
with the new Government “so as 
not to be an instrument in the ser- 


statement was the first of an offi- 
cial nature directly charging Amer- 
ican interests with working against 
the government. 

To Close Business Houses. 

Representatives of Cuba’s most 
important business interests met 
in another quarter of the city and 
agreed in a late session to close 
their doors for 24 hours Tuesday 
as a protest against “acts of vio- 
lence by the working classes.” 

They called upon the President 
to give way to “a government of 
concentration of all the revolu- 
tionary sectors,” and declared 
themselves opposed to intervention. 

They condemned, however, the 
“propaganda of enmity toward the 
Government of the United States 
which now goes beyond that and 
is interpreted as an attack on the 
American people.” 

Meanwhile Americans in Cuba 
took added precautions in the face 
of continued unsettled conditions 
as the Government finished its 
first full week, disturbed by labor 
conditions and demands for its ab- 
dication. 

The seriousness of the strike sit- 
uation throughout the island, in 
which many Americans were con- 
cerned, occupied official attention. 
Reports from the interior were not 
encouraging. 

At Santiago, where conditions 
have been disturbed, American 
women left the city, taking refuge 
across the bay at Puerta del Sul, 

The situation at Cristo, where 12 
Americans were held virtual pris- 
oners of striking manganese miners 
for several days, still was reported 
tense. Cristo is a few miles from 
Santiago. 

It was reliably learned that 
Americans in the Santiago area 
have worked out a definite plan of 
evacuation if the situation becomes 
unbearable. 

Opposing Factions Unite. 

Meanwhile, in Havana, opponents 
of the Grau San Martin Govern- 


ment, who have demanded that he 


resign in favor of a “truly national- 
istic” administration, met and dis- 
cussed their future course. 

The Nationalists, under the lead- 
ership of Col. Carlos Mendieta; the 
Menocalistas, under the former 
President, Mario G. Menoeal; the 
A-B-C and the O-C-R-R secret rev- 
olutionary societies, and other fac- 
tions have united in their opposi- 
ee to Grau San Martin.

Penny & Gentles was established 

in a store of 25 feet frontage at 
912 Franklin avenue. Penny’s 
name was first in the firm because 
he, put up the most capital—$700, 
In 1874 the partners borrowed 
money to move to 504 Franklin, 
next door to the old Nugent’s store 
and-across the street from the old 
Crawford's. That was before the 
time when a department store oc- 
cupied a whole city block and many 
floors, 
’ The business prospered, but suf- 
when the es- 
tablishment burned to the ground. 
A new building was erected, but it, 
too, burned in 1900. Penny was 
of the opinion in later years that 
the company would have been as 
successful as others here, but for 
the fires. However, the partners, 
undaunted, built up their enterprise 
anew. Gentles died in 1913 and was 
succeeded by his son, James. There 
were financial troubles in 1914 and 
for a time Penny was recéiver. 

In the course of years, the store 
moved to the southwest -corner of 
Broadway and Washington avenue, 
and then to the northwest corner 
of Broadway and Morgan street, its 
last home. The latter location had 
been the quarters of the Famous 
store, which absorbed Barr’s and 
became Famous-Barr. 

After his retirement, Penny liked 
to talk about his life and career 
with friends. A year and a half 
ago he fractured his hip in a fall 
in a friend’s garden. Since then 
he had been partly incapacitated, 
although he recovered from the in- 
jury. 

Surviving are a daughter, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Penny French of Web- 
ster Groves, widow of Jesse French, 
piano merchant, and a grand-daugh- 
ter, Jane Penny, of Ottawa, Kan., 
whose father, William Alexander 
Penny, died in 1914.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 16.— 
Funeral services for former Gov. 
Sam A. Baker, who died at his 
home here today will be held at 3 
o’clock Monday afternoon at the 
First Presbyterian Church here, 
Burial will take place in Riverview 
Cemetery, near Jefferson City. 

Ex-Gov. Baker was an elder of 
the church. His friend of many 
years, the Rev. A. B. Jackson, pas- 
tor of the church, will conduct the 
services. 

Active pallbearers, principally his 
associates during his public life, will 
be: Dr. F. W. Gillham, H. A. Perri- 
guey, Dr. J. S. Summers, Joseph B. 
Long, Raymond Shoop, T. J. Gor- 
don and ‘George W. Reavis, ‘all of 
Jefferson City, and North T. Gen- 
try of Columbia, former Attorney- 
Genera:. There will be no honor- 


ary pallbearers. 

Preceding the services, the body 
will lie in state at the church from 
1 o'clock in the afternoon until the 
hour of the funeral. 

The former Governor's death was 
caused by two strokes of paralysis, 
suffered in 1929, and internal hem- 
orrhages. 

Ex-Gov. Baker had been confined 
to his room continuously, under the 
care of uw nurse, since he suffered 
the first stroke of paralysis, April 
15, 1929, three months after his 
retirement as Governor. He suf- 
fered a second stroke three weeks 
later, and his entire left side was 
paralyzed. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Nelle Tuckley Baker, a daughter, 
Miss Mary Elisabeth Baker; three 
half-brothers, Gus Page of Mill 
Springs, Mo.; J. E. Page of Little 
Rock, Ark., and George W. Page 
of Los Angeles, and a half-sister, 
Mrs. Hugh Bisplinghoff of Jeffer- 


son City. y, 
Active in School Work. 
Ex-Gov. Baker was born in 


Wayne County, Mo., on Nov. 7, 
1874. He worked as a wood cutter, 
railroad section hand, grocery clerk 
and later taught country schools, 
served as high school principal in 
Joplin, Mo., and as school superin- 
tendent in Jefferson City. He be- 


came State Superintendent of 
Schools and later Governor. 
In November, 1918, he was 


elected State. Superintendent of 
Schools and served for four years. 
He was the first elective State offi- 
cial to take the oath of office in 
He was de- 
feated for re-election in 1922. 
Baker was elected Governor in 
November, 1924, for a _ four-year 
term. He was the thirty-seventh 
Governor of the State and the 
fourth Republican to hold the of- 
fice. 
The first three years of his ad- 
ministrataion were turbulent due 
to rows over political patronage 
and upheavals in boards and bu- 
reaus under his control. Almost 
at the beginning of his administra- 
tion he fell out with Republican 
organization leaders, over his pol- 
icy of making personal appoint- 
ments and retaining in office ap- 
pointees who came under fire. 
His friends think that criticism 
of his appointments, and. storms

politan. areas, and for construction 
of farm-to-market feeder roads. 
The compromise resulted in the 
$75,000,000 bond issue voted in 1928. 
His campaign for the Republican 
nomination for Governor in 1924 
was novel, in that he started vir- 
tually without organization support 
or funds. He canvassed the State 
for a year, while representing a 
publishing concern, and built up 
enough support that his candidacy 
was taken up by the Hyde admin- 
istration machine and other Re- 
publican leaders. 

Baker was an elder of the First 
Presbyterian Church: of Jefferson 
City, and for years he and Mrs. 
Baker had followed the practice 
of tithing, setting aside one-tenth 
of their income for the church and 
charitable purposes. He was at 
one time president of the Missouri 
State Teachers’ Association and a 
vice president of the National Edu- 
cational Association.

John Ring Jr., managing direc- 
tor of the recovery campaign in St. 
Louis, announced the board would 
“act with promptness, fairness. and 
justice to all to the end that the 
greatest possible support be given 
to the President and his program 
for national recovery. The board 
will protect loyal co-operating busi- 
ness concerns from unfair competi- 
tive practices.” 

Ring said a list had been made 
of all firms against which com- 
plaints had been made, including 
those received by the St. Louis of- 
fice of the Department of Com- 
merce, Of the 400 listed, about 250 
are anonymous letters. Anonymous 
communications, he said, will re- 
ceive no attention and the board 
will require that complaints be 
made on forms it will provide in 
order to insure complete informa- 
tion. ' 

The complaint must bear the sig- 
nature of the person making it, but 
the name will not be made known 
if the signer requests it be sup- 
pressed. Thus, employes, without 
fear of dismissal, may safely com- 
plain of violations of code pro- 
visions. 

Many of the 400 complaints filed 
are of minor violations, it was said, 
resulting from a lack of knowledge 
of the President’s blanket re-em- 
ployment agreement.

NEWARK, N. J., STOCK 
EXGHANGE ORGANIZED 


Incorporation Taken as Protest 
Against Proposed New York 
Tax on Sales. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 16— Steps 
to transfer Wall Street’s stock 
trading to New Jersey to escape 
the proposed emergency municipal 
taxes here were taken today by a 
group of brokers who arranged the 
incorporation of “the National 
Stock nxchange” to be established 
in Newark. 
This action followed the passage 
by the board of aldermen Thurs- 
day of a bill designed to raise $40,- 
000,000 by taxee to remain in 
force six months, one of its provi- 
sions vigorously opposed by bro- 
kers, imposed a municipal tax of 
$4 a 100 shares on stock transfers. 
The ay & as not yet been signed by 
Mayor O’Brien. 


“It’s a new Boston tea party,” 
said Col. William Freiday, Wall 
Street broker and active in Dem- 
ocratic politics in New Jersey, 
president of the newly incorporat- 
ed organization. All the officers 
of the new exchange are partners 
in Freiday’s firm. J. Robinson 
Duff. is listed as vice-president, 
George Brown, treasurer, and Vin- 
cent La-France, secretary. Duff, 
Brown and La France are mem- 
bers of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

Col. Freiday said the new mar- 
ket would be housed temporarily 
in one of the lIdrge buildings in 
Newark, and it would probably list 
all stocks being traded in on the 
New York Stock Exchange, and 
possibly some of those handled on 
the curb market. It would open 
about the first of the year, he gaid. 
“We have the assurance of the 
New Jersey authorities that no 
taxes will be levied on transactions 
executed there,” -he added. 

“The price of seats on the new 
exchange will be nominal—$2500 
each.”

Labor Leader Charges Some 
Factories Refuse to Take 

_ Back Union Employes as 
Promised. 


Strikes will be called Tuesday in 
all millinery factories where em- 
ployers continue in their refusal 
to return union employes to work, 
Max Zaritsky, president of the 
Cloth Hat, Cap and Millinery Work- 
ers’ International Union, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The strike of 2000 members of 
the union was ended Wednesday 
‘when the union and the Associated 
Millinery Industries, organization 
of 45 employers, agreed to terms 
suggested by the mediation board 
of the St. Louls NRA committee. 
One of the provisions was that for- 
mer employes on strike be returned 
to work without discrimination. 

- 450 of Strikers Re-employed. 
However, Zaritsky said, only 
about 450 of the 2000 strikers were 
re-employed. In some cases, he ex- 
plained, factories which had ex- 
hausted supplies of materials or 
had been compelled to cancel or- 
ders for hats, were not in position 
to employ all old workers now. 
Zaritsky said he was not complain- 
ing as to them. < 

On the other hand, he said, some 
union workers reported they were 
told they would not be allowed to 
return to work; that only non- 
union workers were wanted. 

After a conference with Zaritsky 
yesterday afternoon, Jesse McDon- 
ald, chairman of. the mediation 
board, issued a statement in which 
he said: “It seems unbelievable 
that so clear a contract can be so 
soon disregarded by a member of 
the Associated Millinery Indus- 
tries.” 

“The board hopes the reports 
that some employers have disre- 
garded the provision that they are 
to restore former employes to work 
may prove to be a mistake,” Mc- 
Donald continued. “However, we 
are led to believe that some few 
have, in clear violation of the lan- 
guage of the contract as drawn be- 
fore the board and agreed to by 
both sides, refused to recognize 
their obligation with reference 
to taking back the workers.”

FLYER GETS CLOSE RANGE 
VIEW OF FALLING METEOR 


Pat Gallup Tells of Experience Over 
Eastern Indiana; Flash 
Hiuminates Ship. 

-« meteor reported as having been 
seen at numerous points in Eastern 
Indiana about 8:45 o’clock Friday 
night, was viewed at close range 
by Pat Gallup, d:vision superin- 
tendent of Transcontinental & 
Western Air, Inc., who was flying 
mail from St. Louis to Colum- 

bus, O. 

“I was flying northeast by east 
at 2000 feet, about 20 miles west of 
Terre Haute, Ind., and was look- 
ing at my instrument board when 
it was lighted up by a blinding 
light,” Gallup related last night 
after his return to St. Louis. 

“A ball of bluish-green fire which 
appeared to be about the size of 
@ man's head seemed to be about 
400 feet above and behind me when 
the flash illuminated the ship. It 
seemed to travel downward at a 
45-degree angle in the same direc- 
tion I was flying until it flashed 
out as suddenly as it had appeared 
about 300 feet below and 1000 feet 
ahead of me. 

Reports from widely separated 
points in Indiana described the 
flash as being followed by a pro- 
longed roar. Gallup believes the 
meteor, if it. was not consumed, 
struck the earth near Martinsville,

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Waterfowl Season Opens 


Oct. 16. 

The open season for waterfowl in 
Missouri is the same as last year, 
Oct. 16 to Dec. 15, according to an- 
nouncement made by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture this week. The 
daily bag limit on ducks was Te- 
duced from 15 to 12, not more than 
eight of which may be canvasbacks, 
redheads, scaups, teals, shovelers or 
gadwalls. The limit for 
ducks was reduced from 30 to 24, 
and on the accepted species from 20 
to 16. For.the first time since 1930 
cackling geese may be hunted. 

The new. open season for ducks 
(except wood ducks, ruddy ducks, | 
and bufflehead ducks), geese, brant, 
coot and. jacksnipe, follows: 


In Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Illinois, Oct. 16 to Dec. 15. 

In Iowa and Nebraska, Oct. 1 to 
Nov. 30. 

In Tennessee and Arkansas, Nov. 
16 to Jan. 15. ~* 


Hunters Prepare for Season. 
With the coming of fall and cool- 
er weather, tree hunters are begin- 
ning to trade and buy dogs and get 
ready for the fur season which 
opens Nov. 15. Opossum are plen- 
tiful in most parts of the state, but 
raccoons are decreasing. 
In the southern part of M 
fur is hardly prime at the open 
of the season the middle of Novem- 
ber. 

As the quail season opens Nov. 
10, game wardens find themselves 
at one of the busiest times of the 
year and a few hunters take advan- 
tage of this fact to start fur hunt- 
ing a week or two early. In fact, 
some trappers even go so far as to 
catch fur animals a month before 
the opening of the season and to 
pen them up until they are ready to 
kill them and sell their hides. This 
practice of hunting fur bearers be- 
fore the opening date is only work- 
ing a hardship on the hunter who 
sells his fur for profit, as pelts 
caught early or from animals cap- 
tured out of season have little or no 
commercial value. 

In some sections of the state hunt- 
ers are forming clubs or signing 
agreements not to hunt until the 
opening date, and anyone starting 
earlier will be reported to game 
wardens. Hunters and trappers in 
sections where the strict letter of 
the law is obeyed will have far bet- 
ter fur to sell and the increased 
price received for the sale of this 
fur will be quite noticeable.

To the end of the war many of 
qur artillerists, aviators and tank 
operators never really Igarned 
their machines. The machine guns 
supplied to us were inferior. 

Even in the final days of the 
war, in the battle of the Meuse- 
Argonne, the French furnished us 
with tanks. The crews knew how to 
to operate them. Our infantry, tre- 
mendously interested, stood by 
and watched, while these tanks ad- 
vanced into the enemy’s lines 
without infantry support—and 
were captured and destroyed. 


Obsolete Equipment. 

We had not, as Mr. Edison 
urged, built and stored war ma- 
chines. Nor had we, as military 
experts know is necessary, built 
and used war machines in practi- 
eal maneuvers, so that we under- 
stood their limitations as well as 
the tactics necessary to make them 
effective. 

We appear to have learned noth- 
ing from that lesson. 

Consider for a moment what 
would seem to be the most obvi- 
ous, simplest and yet most im- 
perative form of army moderniza- 
tion—namely, motorization of 
transportation. 

Of our 328 infantry regiments, 
but 14-—barely more than one- 
third—have motorized § service 
conipany trains. Of the infantry 
motor equipment, almost 100 per 
cent is war-time equipment, 15 
years old, hopelessly expensive to 
maintain. 

The army’s animals were giving 
out, and were not being replaced 
by animals or by motors. A trans- 
port crisis has been approaching 
for three or four years. ‘Congress 
was warned. 


The Need and the Response. 


The War Department estimated 
that a $14,000,000 emergency ex- 
penditure was necessary, and that 
thereafter the annual replacement 
figure should be $2,000,000. And 
Congress hag yielded annual ap- 
propriations varying from $150,- 
000 to $250,000!

The Role of Congress in the American 
Scheme of Government. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T IS about time for the biennial drive 

on Congress to begin. Congress meets 
in January, so the people must be per- 
suaded to distrust and perhaps disavow 
the acts of the Senators and Representa- 
tives whom they themselves chose. 
pend upon it, the lobbyists will lay down 
their customary and well-financed bar- 
rage! For these several hundred men 
and a few ‘women really represent the 
people, whatever their shortcomings or 
prejudices may be, and there is no worse 
nuisance than to have in Washington 
spokesmen for the people when the af- 
fairs of the people are being run for 
them. Just what may we expect- this 
time from the perennial critics of Con- 
gress? 

. . . 


Congress is an unwieldy body and un- 
manageable. But a Congress that could 
be managed from Washington would be 
renegade and deserving to be chased into 
the Potomac. Congress is likely to flirt 
with forms of inflation. But Congress 
will go up to Washington from districts 
where millions of their constituents can- 
not pay their debts, where agricuiture, 
small businesses, professional men, hun- 
dreds of banks and nobody knows how 
many loan associations, all are still pros- 
trate. Just what is the duty of Congress 
constituted by states and districts? (How- 
ever, inflation is likely to come before 
January.) 

Congress, always jealous of its prerog- 
atives, may interfere with the operation 
of the NRA. By whose constitutional 
authority was the NRA passed and set 
up? Furthermore, the NRA is no super- 
government; it is only an instrument. It 
is the right and duty of Congress to in- 
spect its own acts; report candidly upon 
successes and failures as these are re- 
corded back home, and, if it appears to 
Congress that any machinery which it 
sets up stands in need of changes or ad- 
ditions, it is the plain duty of Congress 
to/act. 

Last November the American people 
did not vote to alter their Government; 
they voted for action and a different 
policy. Congress stands as the expression 
of popular will; the people have a right 
to look to Congress to see that their man- 
date is carried out. The people will do 
well to examine the source and intention 
of every shot aimed at their representa- 
tive bodies. : 

But what is far greater in importance 
is that we maintain our representative 
form of government and our democratic 
right to criticise anybody and to change 
anything. For this is the last stand of 
democracy against Fascism. Since 1921, 
the fight for American liberties and prin- 
ciples has been carried on in the halls of 
Congress and nowhere else in Washing- 
ton. There have been scandals in Con- 
gress, though not as disgraceful as those 
in the Cabinet and executive bureaus. 
The Senate had the courage to clean its 
own house—and certainly with no help 
from the executive mansion, 

* . . 

The ofl scandal was vigorously prose- 
cuted by an aroused Senate led by Walsh, 
while the attitude of the then President 
was, to say the least, lukewarm. Have 
we forgotten Senator James Reed’s fight 
to keep the Department of Justice out 
of the hands of sugar interésts? Or the 
labors of Senator Norris, who was at- 
tacked behind his back by another arm 
of government? Or Senator Borah’s stand 
for clean elections and unquestionable ap- 
pointments? Who dragged Harry Daugh- 
erty, Cabinet officer, into the open? 

What branch of government is respon- 
sible for the blessing that Parker of 
yellow-dog contract fame is not now on 
the Supreme Court? Then the rising 
spirit of the nation, acting through Con- 
gress, outlawed this disability upon labor, 
grateful that Parker was not in position 
to strike back. Shall we ever forget in 
American history the generation of ser- 
vice of Robert La Follette? His states- 
manship would have been lost to the na- 
tion except for the fact that Wisconsin 
has the right to be represented at Wash- 
ington according to that state’s own 
opinions and views. If Congress had kept 
its hold on the Federal Reserve System, 
instead of surrendering it to the Chief 
Executive, the depression in all likeli- 
hood would be less severe. 7 

The record of Congress has not always 
been high, though it is better than that 
of the Supreme Court. But it is never so 
low as when its deliberations and. actions 
are under the domination of organized, 
national lobbying interests that are able 
to send up hired servants in place of 
genuine representatives. And overturns 
in Congress have been frequent enough 
to upset this unholy balance of power.

If we believe in our American repre- 
sentative form of government, we must 
believe in Congress—in its rights and 
authority. Now, if Congress honestly 
represents the people, of course it repre- 
sents diverse interests. But what else 


_ makes up this nation except diverse in- 


terests? It is the duty of Congress to 
see to it that none is neglected, also that 
none is allowed to dominate all the rest. 
It is altogether likely that, in the near 
future, we shall see one more struggle 
for the frinciples of our d car- 
ried on in those memorable halls.. With 
this prospect in view, we ought to wish 
for a Congress of strong characters, not

years ago the House of Representatives failed by 
only seven votes to approve such an amendment. 
This belief that a constitutional amendment is nec 
essary before these securities can be taxed is rather 
surprising, in view of the fact that since the adop- 
tion of the sixteenth amendment the issue has never 
been presented to the Supreme Court. The only ju- 
dicial decision denying to Congress the right to tax 
the income from these bonds ig nearly 40 years old, 
and antedates the sixteenth amendment. In 1894, 
in the case of Pollock vs. the Farmers’ Loan & Trust 
Co., a divided court held unconstitutional a Fed- 
eral income tax. This decision, which has been 
challenged by many authorities, botb. on its economic 
assumptions and its legal reasoning, was based on 
two grounds: first, that the income tax was a direct 
tax and hence, under the Constitution, could be levied 
only on the basis of population; second, in so far as 
the tax applied to income from state and municipal 
bonds, it violated the principle that states and their 
instrumentalities were exempt from Federal taxes. 
As a result of this decision, the sixteenth amend- 
ment was adopted, after nearly 20 years of agitation. 
This amendment gave to Congress the power to tax 
income “from whatever source derived, and without 
apportionment among the several states, and without 
regard to any census or enumeration.” To the lay- 
man, the language of the amendment is so straight- 
forward and direct that there would seem no ques 
tion that both of the objections which the court had 
raised againat the income tax in 1894 had been re- 
moved. This view is in line with the well-estab 
lished principle of judicial interpretation that the 
function of the courts is to clarify ambiguous provi- 
sions and not to deduce far-fetched meanings from 
words which are clear on their face. As Prof. 
Corwin of Princeton University, former president 
of the American Political Science Association, 
pointed out several years ago, at the time of the 
adoption of the sixteenth amendment, it was gen- 
erally held that this gave to Congress the right to tax 
the income from state and municipal bonds.. The

Tt is true that this belief has some support in 
obiter which been dropped by the Supreme Court 
in recent cages, although the taxation of state and 
municipal bonds was not the issue before the court. 
As Prof. Corwin has pointed out, Justice Van 
Devanter’s obiter in Evans v. Gore in 1921 was based 
upon a misconception of the historical background 
of the sixteenth amendment, as well as upon a most 
dubious principle of judicial interpretation, repu- 
diated on many other occasions by the court, of giv- 
ing a strained and unusual meaning to language 
which is clear on its face. The same eriticism may 
be made of the more recent obiter of Chief Justice 
Hughes in the case of Willicuts v. Bunn. 

The first step in any movement for the taxation 
of this now exempt class of securities should be a 
test by Congress of the powers which it already 
enjoys under the sixteenth amendment, There is no 
point in amending the Constitution until we know 
whether there is any need to amend it; the Amer- 
ican public should not allow an issue of such impor- 
tance to be decided on the basis of obiter. In view 
of the liberal trend which has been manifested in 
recent decisions of the court, there is a,good chance 
that legislation to tax the income from atate and 
municipal bonds would pass the test of judicial re- 
view. Only if the court blocks the way is there need 
to resort to constitutional amendment. 

A stccessful legal defense of such a tax would 
undoubtedly be easier if the attempt were made only 
to tax the income of new issues, leaving to outstand- 
ing securities the exemption they have always en- 
joyed. Great as has been the abuse resulting from 
these tax-exempt securities, we must in fairness rec- 
ognize that Congress, through its long failure to act, 
bas created the impression that these securities were 
to be permanently exempt from Federal taxation, 
that the states have for two decades been using the 
tax exempticn as a special inducement in the sale 
of bonds, and that investors have paid higher prices 
or these bonds on account of the tax exemption. No 
such considerations apply to new issues of state and 
municipal securities. The sooner the income tax 


applies to them, the better it will be.

The Glory That Was Mexico 


It is impossible to see the Monte Alban jewels, to- 
day on exhibition at St. Louis Union Station, without 
gaining a much finer conception of ancient Mexico 
than the historians have given us. 

The Monte Alban jewels were taken last year from 
tombs in Oaxaca. These tombs were built of cemented 
rock. Like the tomb of Tutankhamen, the hiding place 
of most of the Monte Alban jewels was one the van- 
dals had overlooked. There are a great many tombs 
at Monte Alban, and doubtless all of them contained 
treasure. Even dynamite has been used at times to 
break into them. Fortunately, since the discoveries 
of last year, the Mexican Government has thrown its 
protecting arm over this rich field. ! 

To see the Monte Alban jewels is comparable to 
walking through Aiffany’s. The Miztecs, from whose 
tombs they were taken, had achieved an artistry in 
gold in the fifteenth century comparable to anything 
of the kind anywhere in the world. Like the Chiriqui 
Indians of Panama, they developed a proficiency in 


the art of the goldsmith which rose to fine heights 
of exquisiteness. In addition to gold, they worked in 
silver, copper, obsidian, jade, rock crystal, turquoise, 
gypsum. The brilliance and beauty of what they did 
is a revelation to us, who were taught to believe that 
at the time of the conquest the Mexicans were bar- 
barians. They were barbarians because their faith 
was not the faith of their conquerors. We have been 
told that theirs was a bloody religion, but we doubt 
if it took one human life where the religious wars 
of Europe took a thousand.

THE UNTRIED CASE. By Herbert B. Ehr- 
mann, (The Vanguard Press, New York 
City.) 


HE “untried case” is that of Sacco, a 
shoe worker, and Vanzetti, a fish ped- 
dler, who were executed in August, 
1927, by the State of Massachusetts. 
During April, 1920, a paymaster and his 
guard were shot in South Braintree, Mass., 
the gangsters escaping with the payroll 
money. In May of the same year, Sacco and 
Vanzetti were arrésted because: they had 
accompanied two friends when the latter 
had called at a garage for their car, which, 
at the moment, was suspected in connection 
with the South Braintree crime. At their 
trial the suspected car was ruled out as evi- 
dence. In September, 1920, the two were 
indicted for the‘murders and were convicted 
in July of the following year. Although 
friends of justice were able to delay the exe- 
cution until 1927, all motions for a new trial 
were denied by the presiding Judge, Webster 


' Thayer, with Gov. Fuller’s support, in’ spite 


of the fact that overwhelmingly convincing 
evidence of the innocence of the condemned 
had been discovered, evidence involving the 
confession of a member of the guilty gang. 

The whole pitiful and terrible tale is set 
forth here by Mr. Ehrmann, who was asso- 
ciated with William G. Thompson as counsel 
for the defense, and who made the investiga- 
tion which revealed the evidence no jury was 
allowed to hear. The evidence; not of an 
inferential nature, but concrete and definite 
even in minor details, makes a strong case 
for belief that the crimes for which Sacco 
and Vanzetti died were committed by the 
Morelli gang. 

The case of the shoe maker and the fish 
peddier has become a classic one in the rec- 
ords of the ancient and continuing struggle 
between Right on the scaffold and Wrong 
on the throne, A certain sublimity clings 
about the memory of those simple-hearted 
men.

FORSYTHE BG BEND 
WORK TO STAR SON 


Clayton Mayor Announces Plans 
for Half of Improvement 
at Intersection. 


Construction of half of a pro- 
posed street improvement at the in- 
tersection of Forsythe and 
Bend boulevards will be sta by 
Clayton soon, Mayor Charles A. 
Shaw of Clayton announced yester- 
day. 

In addition, a traffic bottleneck 
in Forsythe, for about 1200 feet east 
of Big Bend, will be eliminated by 
widening the roadway, and For- 
sythe will be resurfaced all the way 
east to the St. Louis limits, near 
Skinker boulevard, Shaw said. 

University City and Clayton had 
been co-operating to make over the 
entire intersection to relieve traffic 
congestion, but needed right-of-way 
at the northwest and southwest 
corners is not available, so only the 
northeast and southeast corners 
will be improved. The two western 
corners are in Universty City. Ne 
gotiations to buy right-of-way at 
the southwest corner were dropped, 
Shaw said, after Bethel Lutheran 
Church, at the northwest corner, 
withdrew permission to use part of 
its lot without charge. 

Washington University has do- 
nated land needed for the eastern 
corners and for widening Forsythe. 
The southeast corner is in Clayton. 
The northeast corner, part of the 
main university campus, is unincor- 
porated. The entire roadway of 
Forsythe, between Big Bend and 
the St. Louis line, likewise is unin- 
corporated, adjoining Clayton on 
the north. 

Clayton proposes to pay the en- 
tire estimated cost of the improve- 
ment, $40,000, out of county road 
bond funds allotted to it.

Winner of seven straight races 
and quoted at the prohibitive odds 
of 2 to 5, Equipoise trailed two 
others home in the $5,000 Jockey 
ia Club Gold Cup, while Singing 
~ Wood, held at 12 to 1, whipped 
15 high-class juveniles in the 
44th running of the Futurity to 
earn a purse of $81,700. 

The crowd of 15,000 fans, wearing 
topcoats and furs as a protection 
against the cold, damp, southeast- 
erly wind which swept the course, 
sat as if stunned at the end of each 
race—the two miles of the Gold 
Cup and the six and three-quarter 
furlongs down the Widener. 

They 
had thought Equipoise unbeatable 
and placed little financial support 
on the chances of Singing Wood to 
win the world’s richest race, 

Handicap Star Runs Third.

It was. Magnolia—a prizefighter 
in his youth—who raised the right 
arm .of Jack Sharkey in victory in 
the Boston sailor’s fight with 
Young Stribling in Miami in Febru- 
ary, 1929. 

Magnolia was the sole arbiter in 
the fight. 

A year later, also at Miami, Mag- 
nolia disqualified Phil Scott in the 
third round of the British heavy- 
weight’s fight with Sharkey—bring- 
ing loud protests from British fight 
fans and newspapers. 

The year of the Sharkey-Stribling 
fight was one of the heaviest in 
Magnolia’s career. He _ refereed, 
that season, bouts between Fidel 
La Barba and Kid Chocolate, Max 
Schmeling and Paulino Uzcudun, 
Tommy Loughran and Sharkey, 
and Jimmy McLarnin and Ruby 
Goldstein. 

Magnolia was as active as a man 
many.years younger. In the ring, 
he was always in action, many fans 
complaining that he endeavored to 
be theatrical. He twisted, swayed 
and dodged—always in the thick of 
the fight. 

Magnolia had been ill with the 
throat ailment for several weeks 
and was taken to the hospital Sun- 
day from his home in Belle Har- 
bor. At his bedside when he died 
were his wife, two sons and a 
daughter. |

The campaign 1s being waged from the 
office of Dr. David M. Schneider, director 
of the Bureau of Research. He has re- 
tained Louis Bunin, a leading young creator 
and operator of puppets and marionettes. 
A reseatch assistant, Paul Peters, has writ- 
ten the libretto of “Salvaging Willie.’ Mr. 
Peters has drawn (but not too strongly) 
upon the techniques of the mystery and 
morality plays, grand opera, Greek tragedy, 
Gilbert and Sullivan and Anne Nichols, 
and the result is a story of the slums, with 
gobs of slapstick and tear-jerking woe, lead- 
ing up to a climax of distorted lives and 
oblique passions and the arrival of Miss 
Social Welfare, an eyevfilling brunette. 


HIS attractive puppet lady pats every- 

body on the head, solves their prob- 
lems and in a series of pretty speeches gets 
over the messages Dr. Schneider wants put 
over. As Mr. Peters puts it, up to this 
point the play is sheer comedy, tragedy and 
action. Then it becomes didactic; didactic, 
but nice. 

For all its obvious technique, the show, 
which runs 20 minutes, is amusing and its 
lesson plain enough to be seen by anyone 
capable of counting his fingers. It is writ- 
ten in verse, not badly done, and some of 
the characters have songs. Old cowboy 
tunes are used for the airs. The first 
showing was at the State Fair in Syracuse 
and the crowds seemed to like it. Next it 
will go to conventions, social workers 
groups and public school halls. 

Willie,- whose moral regeneration is the 
reason for all the activity, is, of course, 
red-headed and his features are those of 
the son of a man who beats his wife and 
drinks up his wages on Saturday night.

Going Back 2000 Years to Solve the ‘Bad Boy’ Problem 


New York State, With Its Musical Comedy Puppet Show, Hopes to Prove to “Incorrigible’

The father doesn't enter into the play, be- 
ing deceased, but there is no other way of 
describing Willie's lineaments adequately. 
They are tailored for the rogues’ gallery. 
The boy lives up to his map. He finds a 
knife and cuts his mother's clothesline 
and uses the rope to trip an old blind man. 
When a policeman tries to reprove him, 
Willie gives him “the bird,’ or Bronx 
cheer, and smacks the cop soundly on the 
jaw. Late: he kidnaps an organ grinder's 
monkey but is chased and captured. 

While the policeman clamors for Willie's 
blood and the mother pleads for his re 
lease (“He's not a bad boy, my little Wil- 
lie; it's just sometimes he's a trifle silly"), 
a full-robed judge miraculously materializes 
and booms (here the author makes his bold- 
est gesture at W. §. Gilbert):

“The judge appears upon the scene; 
Chiltren’s court may now convene. 
(He wields the gavel.) 

Hear ye! Hear ye! This court is now in 

session! 

Officer, advance! Relate this child's 

‘ transgression.” 

There follows the testimony of the 
policeman and then comes Willie, sniffling 
of his underprivileged lot in life (he must 
have been reading the papers), and his 
mother. Things look very bad for a while, 
what with the judge's glowerings and mut- 
terings about the blindness of justice and 
how right is right and all that, until Miss

Social Service, the expert witness, comes to 
the plate for the defense. 

She proves to be a real Babe Ruth. 
Willie is saved from the reformatory and 
permitted to stay at home with his mother, 
who will get a monthly allowance (the 
Welfare Act); his grandfather and grand- 
mother and the blind man he tripped so 
feloniously likewise get a check each month 
(old age pension.) Then the heroine turns 
to the audience and winds up the show with 
a passage of pure didacticism, booming 
social planning, as follows: 


“You see, friends, Willie's not to blame; 

Society must bear the shame. 

Things aren't as they ought to be 

And they can't be fixed with charity. 

We must plan with much more thought: 
ful care : 

The way our social life should fare. 

Poverty, disease and crime, 

These things must be removed in time, 

And everyone should have the right 

To health, and a home that's clean and 
bright 

And ample store of things to eat— 

This is the task that we must meet. 

There are lots of things that we must 
change, 

Whole ways of life to rearrange. 

Slums to go, new houses to build, 

New laws to be passed, old laws to be 
killed. 

Our vision toward the future leans, 

But that's what social welfare means.”

of Righteousness Is a Practical Road to Follow. 


Bunin, who produces the show, is a 
very serious young man who is devoting 
his time to the development of the puppet 
and mafionette idea in the United States. 
He is Russian born, dark and soft-spoken 
and, since his fifth birthday. has been of- 
ficially a resident of Chicago. At the age 
of 11 he began studying art in Chicago anil 
topped it off with courses in New York and 
Paris. In Paris, too, he studied sculpture 
under Bourdelle and learned the art of carv- 
ing which he has used to great advantage 
in creating puppet characters. 

But wooden figures did not play any 
great part in his life until after he had re- 
turned to Chicago to give a series of ex- 
hibitions of oils and water colors. <A re 
porter sent to cover the showing invited 
him out to see his stable of puppets, which 
he dallied with as a hobby, and from that 


day forth Louis Bunin dropped all else 


and became a puppeteer. The reporter was 
Meyer Levin, who has since developed into 
a novelist. 

Later Bunin went to Mexico to assist 
Diego Rivera on some Government frescoes 
and between times gave marionette shows 
at receptions for the then Ambassador 
Dwight Morrow. One of these was a 
Spanish version of Eugene O'Neill's “The 
Hairy Ape.’ A Mexican Government of- 
ficial saw the possibilities of marionette 
drama in the education of the Indians, a 
pet idea of the Calles regime, and hired 
Bunin to work with the Aztec, Totonaca 
and Nahuatl boys in the newly-created 
Indian school. 

The toys, particularly the Aztecs, 
showed a fine feeling for drama and a quick 
grasp of the mechanics of operation, accord’ 
ing to Bunin. They dramatized their tribal 
legends and went back to their homes with 
many purely educational plays designed to 
stimulate a desire for sanitation, better 


agricultural methods, temperance in the con- 
sumption of pulque, and more civilized 
standards generally. Considering the trouble 


the Government had in getting the Indians 
to come to the city, the results were con: 
sidered excellent. The parents were afraid 
to let their boys out of sight for fear some 
feudal general would conscript them ino his 
wandering bands of plunderers. When they 
finally did come timidly to Mexico City, 
the young Indians were clad in doin cloth; 
and carried bows and arrows. 

Bunin returned to New York and gave 
a series of performances at the New School 
for Social Research, his most noteworthy 
being the original version of “The Hairy 
Ape.” 
private class at Englewood, New Jersey, 
under the aegis of Elizabeth Morrow and 
her mother. 


HILE enthusiastic about his work, 
Bunin says it progresses slowly in 
America. About 75 groups are carrying on 
the movement. In Europe the puppet (op- 
erated from below) and the marionette (op- 
erated from above) are well established. 
Each country has its favorite’ character, 
which might be said to correspond with pop- 
ular comic-strip characters in America. En- 
gland has Punch, Germany her Casperl, 
France her long-nosed Guignol. In Italy 
Pinochio is the chief puppet and in Spain 
Mamerto. The favorites are displayed at 
fairs and carnivals and in some countries at 
regular puppet theaters. Frequently, they 
are made to comment on current events. 
Germany has had her marionette 
theaters for 300 years. One of the favo- 
rite shows is Goethe's “Legend of Dr. 
Johannes Faust,” a simple, fantastic story 


It is also popular in Austria and Czecho- 


Slovakia. 

Russia has made widespread use of pup- 
pets to educate the peasants. The Soviet 
Government maintains 8900 puppet theaters 
to supplement the work of its thousands 
of human actors carrying the message of 
the workers society. 

Bunin thinks the puppet show has cer- 
tain advantages over the legitimate stage, 
the chief one being that the puppet master 
can create real ideal types as he goes.along, 
without being at the mercy of actors’ whims 
and shortcomings.

CALCUTTA. 
ILLA CRAM COOK 
has the courage of 
her convictions. 
Like her father be- 
fore her she re- 
nounced the West- 
ern world, the 
world of the senses 
and of machine- 
made luxury. She 
gave up money, husband, adornment, 
everything, to lead a life of Spartan 
piety in India with Mahatma Gandhi, 
whom she all but worships as a saint. 

But she made the discovery recent- 
ly that it was one thing to want to 
give up the world, quite another to 
succeed in the renunciation of the 
flesh, the devil and the conveniences 
of the machine age. Gandhi himself 
not long ago read her a rebuke for 
her worldliness and Nilla promiged to 
try to live a more truly spiritual life. 
She is trying now, leading the most 
humble existence, performing the most 
menial tasks, listening reverently to 
the words that fall from Gandhi's lips. 

Nilla's father was George Cram 
Cook, who left his birthplace, Daven- 
port, lowa, to became a writer, mystic, 
one of the founders of the Province- 
town Players, one of the first to recog- 
nize Eugene O’Neill’s genius. “Jig’’ 
(the nickname Cook bore among early 
Greenwich Village rebels) believed 
that the life of the ancient Greeks 
was the ideal way of living. He went 
to modern Greece in search of it, 
wore the costume of a Greek peasant, 
drank wine from goatskins, declaimed 
the plays of Sophocles and Euripides 
on the ruins of the Temple of Delphos, 
consorted with shepherds. His third 
wife, Susan Glaspell, tells the story 
in “‘The Road to the Temple,”’ a bi- 
ography which appeared not long after 
her husband's death. 

Miss Glaspell, who was Nilla‘s de- 
voted stepmother, once passed the 
most discerning judgment on the lives 
of Ocok and his daughter. In an early 
play, ‘The Inheritors,” written before 
she had known either “Jig” or Nilla, 


she uttered a criticism that sounds al-

most as though she had foreseen 
the course of their lives: 
“People of a fine and daring 
mind do a thing that puts 
them apart—it may be the big, 


brave thing—but the apartness 
does something to them.... You 
do this thing and you'll find 


yourself with people whom, in 
many ways, you don’t care for at 
all; find yourself apart from your 
own people.”’

Cook died, disillusioned, in dis-

Grecian husband, 


Nikos Proestcpoulos, to India for con- 


There she declared her in- 
tention of “gaining release from the 
bondage of earthly existence’ by be- 
coming a follower of Gandhi, the Ma- 
hatma or “Great Soul’ of the Indian 
masses.

He and the Pizzo. brothers 
were held in Milwaukee to. an- 
swer not only to State charges of rob- 
bery, but also Federal charges of trans- 
porting stolen automobiles across a 
state line, in violation of the Dyer 
Act, this growing out of the circum- 
stance that the hijackers in every in- 
stance seized their loot in Illinois and 
drove the trucks to the Pizzo farm on 
the Wisconsin side, where the hogs 
were unloaded and sent to market in 
anotner vehicle. 


[iter roundup is still incomplete, 
for it is kncwn that in some 
instances six or seven men 
had a part in the holdups, but the 
officers here believe that the Piz- 
zo brothers themselves constituted 
the ‘‘gang’’ in this case, at least 
in the sense that they got the big prof- 
its, and that it was their practice to 
hire gunmen from Chicago, Cicero and 
Riverside for the individual jobs —-- 
possibly youngsters, still on the fringe 
of the mob, who were eager to break 
in and who would jump at the oppor- 
tunity to pick up $5 or $10 for seiz- 
ing a hog truck driven by an unarmed 
farmer. 

Another uncertain quantity is just 
how many of the numerous hijackings 
reported in Northern Illinois in recent 
months are traceable to the Pizzo 
band.

iffs’ offices in various counties of the 
Chicago district. These cases have been 
occurring since last winter and the 
thefts have not been confined to hogs. 
In several instances the robbers have 
seized cattle, sheep, chickens and eggs 
and in at least one case a truckload 
of butter valued at $3500. 

There seems to be reason for belief. 
therefore, that other rustler bands are 
operating; that city gangsters have 
found the illicit Hiquor business grow- 
ing dull since ‘the legalization of beer 
and are entrenching themselves in a 
new field, that they are, in short, go- 
ing ‘“‘back to the farm” and are taking 
with them their pistols, their sawed- 
off shotguns and their motor cars as 
agricultural equipment. 

In connection with the various cases 
reported in Illinois there has been 
abundant testimony already as to how

the hijackers operate on the scene of 
the holdup. They know that some 909 
truckloads of livestock are hauled into 
the Chicago market every 24 hours 
and that the farmers usually make 
their hauls at night. They know that 
these farmers are seldom armed and 
that the hijacking of a farm truck is 
a considerably easier and safer job 
than the hijacking of a liquor car- 
go which is usually guarded by men 
as tuugh as the hijackers themselves. 


LL they have to do then, {s 
Aw drive to some _ favorable 
spot on the main highway 
leading to Chieago and, under 


cover of darkness, wait for a farmer 
to come along with his produce. Fac- 


ing half a dozen guns, he is an easy 


victim’. He gets peaceably into the rob- 
bers’ car and is driven around the 
country for an hour or two while 
other members of the band get a good 
start with the truck. By the time he 
gets to a telephone and reports his loss 
to a Sheriff the truck and produce are 
many miles away. In which direction 
the farmer doesn’t know. All that he 
knows is that he will probably find 
his empty truck abandoned somew here 
in the region a day or two later, for 
the hijackers always return the truck, 
not out of philanthrupy but out of a 
desire to keep the trail far from their 
headquarters. - 

Pierce's confession and the various 
odds and ends of evidence turned up 


at the Vizzo farm now throw much 
light on matters that have not been 
obvious before, namely, the procedure 
that hijackers follow after a truck and 
its cargo have been seized. 

In each case in which he took part, 
Pierce relates, the stolen truck was 
driven hurriedly, and by side roads as 
far as possible, back to the Pizzo farm. 
Always it was there before davlight 
and usually within two or three hours 
after the holdup. At the farm the 
hogs were unloaded and the truck con- 
cealed in a natural 
depression, or hollow, 
back of the barn, 
where it could not be 
seen from the road. 
Then on the following 
night the vehicle was 
driven back to illinois 
and abandoned and 
the hogs were hauled 
to Milwaukee in a 
truck oWned by the 
Pizzo brothers. It was 
all very simple. 

Unlike the Union 
Stockyards of  Chi- 
cago, where payment 
for livestock is made 
by a draft on the sell- 
er's home bank, the 
Milwaukee yards pay 
on the spot with a check, This en- 
ables the seller to get his money be- 
fore he gets out of town and, as it 
happens, is a great convenience for 
hijackers. It eliminates the com- 
plications that might arise from trans- 
actions in small town banks where the 
bankers usually make it their business 
to know all about their customers. It 
was for this reason that the Pizzos 
chose Milwaukee as their market? They 
took the precaution of making a few 
legitimate sales in the beginning and 
from then on there was little danger 
of detection at the yards. Naturally 
the purchasers could not recognize 
stolen hogs and, since the Pizzos were 
on record at the yards as legitimate 
shippers, no questions were asked 
when their driver, Pierce, turned up 
every few days with a load of hogs. 
The detection had to come from some- 
where else and that is where Sheriff 
O'Brien and Sam _ Pizzo’s neighbors 
come in. 

Pizzo was losing caste rapidly 
among the farmers around La Grange 
Center. His indifferent methods of 
crop planting had done anything but 
enhance his reputation, and his dis- 
inclination to be neighborly with the 
people of the countryside damaged it 
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Leon Pierce. 


still further. It is true that when 
threshing time came he exchanged 
work with the other farmers and made 
a pretty good hand at pitching wheat 
bundles in the field, but when he had 
the threshers at his own farm he fed 
them nothing but spaghetti. 

Now everybody" who has ever been 
on a farm knows that threshing day 
marks a sort of festive occasion in the 
country. Each household that is host 
to the crew and the neighbors does its 
best to load down the dining table 
with more and better food than can be 
found anywhere else in the region. It 
is a traditional gesture of good will. 
So when the neighbors of Sam Pizzo 
assembled in his dining room and were 
offered only spaghetti they knew right 
off that Sam Pizzo was no good and 
would bear watching. 


OON afterward Pizzo’s heavy 
G nenating of hogs became con- 
spicuous. Trucks would come in 
at night with hogs and other trucks 


would go out. He raised no hogs 
but was always selling them. 
Where were they coming from? 
One day a neighbor found a _ re- 


ceipt book on the roau where Pizzo 
had lost it. It showed Pizzo had sold 
$4900 worth of hogs at the Milwaukee 
stockyards in a 
period of three 
weeks. The 
neighbors 
decided at once 
to take the mat- 
ter up with the 
Sheriff. 

For nearly two 
weeks Sheriff 
O’Brien kept the 
farm under sur- 
velllance before 
he was ready to 
spring the trap. 
He wus convinced 
that the farm had 


some connection 
with hijacking 
reported in Illinois, but he wanted 
to get as many of the band as 


possible and get them with the goods. 
The hest course, he thought, would be 
to get the report of a hijacking as 
quickly as possible after its occurence 
and then watch for a truckload of hogy 
to turn up at the farm. Over a period 
of ten days he got up at 3 o'clock each 
morning ond with as much secrecy as 
possible called every Sheriff's office in 
Northern Illinois to learn whether any 
hijacking cases had been reported. But 
one morning the Sheriff's - office of 
Cook County called him first and re- 
ported that Vernon Shore and John 
Schreiner had just been robbed of a 
big red truck and its cargo of 29 fat 
hogs averaging around 400 pounds 
apiece. 

O'Brien got in his car with a deputy 
and drove out to La Grange Center 
and past the Pizzo farm. In the barn- 
yard he saw a big red truck and three 
or four men standing around. As they 
eyed his car suspiciously, he gave the 
proceedings scarcely a glance and 
drove on down the road. A mile or 
two away he turned and came back. 
Half a mile trom the 
house he met the Piz- 
zo truck coming out 
toward the Mil- 
waukee highway with 
a load of hogs. It was 
driven ‘by a young 
man he did not recog- 
nize. When he reach- 
ed the farm again the 
men and the red 
truck had disappear- 
ed. He hurried back 
to Elkhorn and as- 
sembled six deputies 
in a conference to de- 
termine what to do. 

The set-up at the 
farm wus not quite to 
his liking. He could 
telephone the Mil- 
waukee police and probably get the 
truck driver and the hogs, but a raid 
on the farm now might result in a 
water haul, for the men he saw there 
on his first trip past the place might 
not be there now. 

While the problem was under dis- 
cussion there came a telephone call 
from the Milwaukee police. On in- 
structions from Chicago, Detectives 
Dieden and Gittins had arrested a 
youny man on suspicion when he ap- 
peared at the Milwaukee stockyards 
with a load of 14 hogs answering the 
general description of those taken 
from Shore and Schreiner the night 
before. The man had said his name 
was Pierce and that he was an em- 
ploye of Sam and Charles Pizzo of La 
Grange Center. Would Sheriff O’Brien 
look into the matter from the Elkhorn 
angle? 

There was nothing to do now but 
raid the farm and take what he could 
tind. The arrest of Pierce, when it 
becgme known, would tip off the other 
members of the band and send jthem 
out of Walworth County on the run. 
So Sheriff O’Brien and his six depu- 
ties heeled themselvee with pistols and 
sawed-off shotguns and sped to the

Her mother having died on the 
day after she was born, she had been 
a boarder all her young life in the 
Evangelical Hospital, and nobody had 
paid her bill. Now, on her first trip 
outside the institution, she was in 
court, the principai figure in a habeas 
corpus proceeding brought by her fa- 
ther, Stanley. 

Shopkus charged the hospital had 
been holding Elaine as a virtual pris- 
oner, a human chattel, and had re- 
fused to part with her until he had 
paid $253 for her keep, a sum which 
he, after some eight months of unem- 
ployment, was unable to pay. The hos- 
pital, on the other hand, replied that 
the father had never even suggested 
taking Elaine out of the institution, 
pay or no pay, and was now merely 
trying to beat a board bill by whoop- 
ing up a court action which would put 
the hospital on the defensive and ina 
bad light before the public. 

So with this difference of opinion 
to settle, both sides went at it hammer 
and tongs, and the Judge joined in. 
When the din was over, Elaine had 
changed her boarding place. Her fa- 
ther had possession of her and he 
had also advice from the Court 
not to pay ‘“‘one dime’ of her board 
bill. The hospital superintendent, the 
Rev. G. A. Kienle, had a severe repri- 
mand to think over and a bill for court 
costs. Judge David had spoken about 
the ‘‘chiseling practices of some Chi- 
cago hospitals.”’ It was a subject, ac- 
cording to the Court, which had need- 
ed court attention for quite a while. 

The Judge’s ruling ended the case 
so far as Elaine and her eight months’ 
board bill were concerned. But it has 
not ended the controversy over the 
case or the strained feeling that exists 
between hospitals generally and Judge 
David's court. Both the Chicago Med- 
ical Society and the Hospital Asso- 
ciation of Chicago have indicated re- 
sentment at the tongue lashing Judge 
David administered to Superintendent 
Kienle and at what they consider hasty 
action in the case. Kienle and the 
Evangelical Hospital, they feel, did 
not have opportunity even to present 
their side of the case. Both organiza- 
tions have announced that the matter 
will be taken up at their meetings. 

[In the meantime, Baby Elaine is get- 
ting acquainted with her family. She 
is now being cared for by Stanley 
Shopkus’ mother, Mrs. Anna Shopkus, 
3402 South Auburn avenue, and his 
sister, Helen. Her father lives around 
the corner and visits her every day on 
his way to work, for he now has a job 
as platform man for an express com- 
pany. 

Shopkus, who is a father and a 
widower at 22, says things have just 
begun to brighten up a little for him, 
for the first time since the middle of 
last December. The last eight or nine 
months have been a gloomy period for 
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him. He and his 


19-year-old wife, 
Bessie, had been married just 13 
months and, with parenthood but a 
little way ahead, were struggling to 
get a start when, on December 9, Shop- 


kus lost his job. Then, less than a 
week later, Mrs. Shopkus became ill 
with appendicitis and had to be taken 
to a hospital. They chose the Evan- 
gelical Hospital, formerly’ the German 
Deaconess, at 5421 South Morgan 
street, because it was nearest and be- 
cause it was supported by the Evan- 
gelical Church, which they sometimes 
attended. The case was more serious 
than they suspected and it was further 
complicated .by the expectant moth- 
er’s condition. The baby was born 
prematurely, necessitating a delay in 
the appendicitis operation, a delay that 
proved costly, for on the day after 
the baby was born the mother died of 
a ruptured appendix. 


a baby incubator, where she re- 
mained for 19 days. During that 
time Shopkus had his hands full with 
matters pertaining to the funeral and 
burial of his wife and was able to give 
Elaine but little attention, although he 
called at the hospital to see how she 
was getting along.

“TI couldn’t pay it,’’ he relates. ‘‘I 
had just paid the hospital $111.50 in 
connection with my wife’s case-— 
$69.50 to the hospital itself and $42 
for a private nurse—and had only $50 
left to my name. I had been out of 
work then for more than a month 
and my wife’s hospital bill and funeral 
expenses had taken nearly all my 
money. I offered Mr. Kienle the $50, 
but he refused to accept it and said I 
would have to pay the bill before they 
would let the child go. A few weeks 
later the hospital offered to compro- 


mise and let the baby go for $50, but: 


by that time I didn’t even have $50. 
I had been unable to get work and 
ost of the money had gone for food. 
All the money I had from then until 
the middle of June, when 1 got a part- 
time job, was $21.19, which was from 
my wife’s estate, representing her 
share of her father’s insurance. The 
bills from the hospital kept coming 
every month and getting larger, as the 
baby’s board bill was $1 a day. The 
bill on August 1 was for $253.70~—- 
$220 for board and $17.20 for medi- 
cine and prescriptions. 

‘Several times during the spring 
and summer I tried to get the baby 
Gut. I told Mr. Kienle I would pay the 
bill in full as svon as I could get work 
and was able to pay it, but he wouldn't 
agree to that. He said, ‘Pay the bill 
first.’ Finally, I took the matter up 
with Mr. Slakis (Anthony A. Slakis, an 
attorney) and he filed an action to 
compel the hospital to produce the 
child in court. I am still willing to 
pay the hospital for Elaine’s board 
when I can, but Judge David advised 
me not to pay a cent.’’ 

Superior Judge Joseph B. David had 
expressed himself on one previous oc- 
casion as to “certain Chicago hospi- 
tals’’ which make a practice of holding 
“human chattels.”” Just this summer 
-—On July 8—there was in his court a 


case involving a 
6-year-old girl, 
Lorraine Jaswick, 
who, it was alleged, 
had been held as a ‘“‘pris- 
oner’’ by the St. Mary of 
Nazareth Hospital. Lorraine 
had suffered a broken leg in 
a fali into a street manhole. She 
was taken first to St. Paul’s Emer- 
gency Hospital, where the bone was 
set, and then transferred to the other 
institution. According to the habeas 
corpus petition filed by her father, Ed- 
win Jaswick, he had been compelled to 
sign a note for $50- at St. Paul’s before 
he could get the child transferred and 
then, at St. Mary's, had been unable to 
procure her release because he couldn’t 
pay the bill for her keep. 

Judge David promptly ordered the 
hospital to turn the child over to her 
father. To Jaswick he gave this in- 
junction: 

“Don't you pay a cent on that note. 
Tell them I will have them indicted 
for taking money under false pre- 
tenses.

WW ter, the Shopkus case came up 
in his court the Judge grew vis- 

ibly angrier as the hearing progressed. 

Shopkus was telling his story from 
the witness stand and had just related 
his version of the hospital’s compro- 
mise offer when Superintendent Kien- 
le: interrupted him to charge that 
Shopkus had money but wouldn’t pay 
it. The money, the Rev. Mr. Kienle 
intimated, had come to him from his 
wire’s estate. 

‘Yes, that was exactly $21.19,’ At- 
torney Slakis interposed heatedly. ‘‘It 
was what she had coming to her from 
her father’s estate, and that was all.”’ 

Judge David abruptly dismissed 
Shopkus and put Kienle on the stand. 

“So you were holding that baby and 
wanted Mr. Shopkus to pay over the 
$21.19!" the Judge snapped at the 
witness. ‘‘How did you expect him to 
eat if he paid you that? What business 
did you have holding that baby, any- 
way?’’ 

“We were being a guardian angel 
for it,’’ Kienle replied. 


‘A guardian angel!’ shout- 
ed the Judge. ‘A guardian 
angel sending bills for $250 to 
a poor man?’ 

“It was just a matter of 
routine,’ Kienle explained. 
“We charge $1 a day for the 
baby’s keep.

Now Attempting to Lead

people told Jimmy a 
great many flattering 
things about how far 
che might go in the 
fight game. ‘You'll 
beat~ Johnny Wilson 
in a year’s. time,’ 
said O'Brien. Conzel- 
man wavered, won- 
dering what his fam- 
ily would say. 
O’Brien said that 
could be fixed up 
all right. He brought 
Mrs. Margaret Con- 
zelman, Jimmy’s 
mother, to New York, 
so that she might say 
in person what she 
had to say. The fight 
promoter, a one-time 
associate of Tex Rick- 
ard, showed Mrs. 

Conzelman a con- 

tract, with a dotted 

line all ready for her 
son's name, that 
called for six fights 
and a neat sum of money. But Mrs. 
Conzelman said no and took Jimmy 
back to St. Louis witl her. 

Back again at Washington in the 
fall of 1919, Jimmy became, in the 
brief space of a season, one of the all- 
time stars of the school. He was quar- 
terback, fleet, brainy, a player who 
always brought the crowd to its feet. 
He was named all-valley quarterback 


at the end of the season. 

Jimmy was a bright lad and busier 
than almost anyone on the campus. At 
Great Lakes he had learned how to 
etrum a ukulele. Now he discovered 
that if a banjo was tuned like a uku- 
lele he could make sounds on it that 
were harmonious enough to pass for 
music. He organized first one or- 
chestra, then two others. ‘‘They used 
to specify sometimes that I play with 
the orchestra,’’ Jimmy says. ‘I didn’t 
tell them then, but they’d have got a 
better orchestra if they hadn't had 
me.’’ 

Jimmy’s father was a dentist, with 
a comfortable practice. It wasn’t ex- 
actly, necessary that he earn his way 
through school by twanging a banjo, 
but he. has always had more energy 
than he has known what to do with. 
In the spring Jimmy caught for the 
Washington baseball team that won 
the Missouri Valley title. 

Two things happened then that 
seemed to mark the end of Jimmy's 
football career. On the records, 
against the name of James Conzelman, 
were two more absences from class 
than the faculty allowed. Jimmy's 
grades were all right, but those over- 
cuts would bar him from football in 
the fall. During the school year 
Jimmy’s father died of an infection re- 
ceived while operating on a patient. 
He left a moderate estare, but Jimmy 
felt that it was his duty to quit school 
and manage his mother’s affairs and 
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help look after two younger brothers, 
Bob, then 5 yeags old, and Jack, 3. 

He says he soon proved to his own 
satisfaction that he was no financier. 
The money left by his father was 
speedily lost in bad investments, and 
Jimmy took to something he knew far 
better than finance to support his fam- 
ily. His first venture into profession- 
al football was with the Staleys of De- 
catur, Illinois.. The following year his 
contract was bought, by Rock Island, 
and he served there as coach and play- 
er through 1921 and 1922. Next, Mil- 
waukee bought his contract. 

On his Milwaukee team were two 
outstanding Negro football stars, I’ritz 
Pollard from Brown University and a 
big fellow from Rutgers named Paul 
Robesou. It seemed that this Robeson 
could sing. Traveling from city to 
city, the team’s quartet indulged in 
frequent close harmony in many a 
Pullman smoking ronm. At the end of 
that autumn Robeson left the team. 
He said he was going to New York to 
try to get on the stage. It is scarce- 
ly necessary to add that he has since 
become one of America’s foremost 
actor-singers, with triumphs around 
the world to his credit. He has just 
completed a motion picture of Eugene 
O'Neill’s play, ‘‘Emperor Jones.’’ Con- 
zelman remembers him as very. like- 
able and good-natured, but with a cer- 
tain reserve that was between pride 
and shyness. 


T THE end of the 1924 season 
Aa took out his own franchise 

for a Detroit professional team 
which he called the Detroit Panthers. 
Through friends he had made at Great 
Lakes he got two Chicagoans to help 
finance him. One was Judge Henry 
Horner, now Governor of Illinois, and 
the other was Joe McDonough, now 
Treasurer of Cook Country. Detroit did 
not take to professional football and 
for two seasons the Panthers lost 
money. 

All this time Jim had been devel- 
oping another career, that of song 
writer. One of his first successes was 
that plaintive ballad called ‘‘There 
Isn't Any Loving Like My Kind.’ The 
song-writing game is one that builds 
up very rapidly. For his first song

excuse of a coach with losing 
teams. But nevertheless, I think 
there’s something to it. Looking 
at it from a very reafistic point 
of view, whatever you may think 
of its value, football unifies a 
school as nothing else does.”’ 

In his first season Conzelman 
had very limited material to work 
with. This year he expects five 
or six sophomores to make the 
first team. He uses a combination 
of the Warner double-wing back 
system and the Notre Dame sys- 
tem perfected by the late Knute 
Rockne. ‘About 65 per cent of 
the Notre Dame system."’ 

“Football certainly has 
changed,’’ he says. “‘The big, beefy 
player, whose chief asset was that 
he weighed a little more than a 
brick smokehouse, is out. It is 
the fast, fairly light, alert player 
who is valuable today. Men can 
weigh as little as 155 and yet be 
very valuable players, as Metzger 
of Notre Dame, who weighed only

“The whole appearance of the 
line has changed.
